Claim of utility model 

A fuel vapor collector comprising a porous material and 
a heat storage material in the fuel vapor collector. 

Brief explanation of drawings 

Fig. 1 is a side view of the fuel vapor collector 
(canister) of the utility model showing a broken view of a part 
thereof. Fig. 2 is a graph showing the relative changes in 
saturated adsorption amount and break-through adsorption 
amount of activated carbon that serves as a porous material with 
respect to the temperature. Fig. 3 is an .enlarged 
cross-sectional view of the mixed activated carbon in the heat 
storage material. Fig. 4 is a cross-sectional view of a prior 
art fuel vapor collector (canister) .
